From private sources it is learned that the 
revolutionists are perfecting all their plans 
and preparing their artillery in order to begin 
their march southward.

Not only in the country, but 
in this city and in Valparaiso the scenes wit- 
nessed are horrible. Men, women, and chil- 
dren are crying for bread. In spite of all the 
Ministers and Consuls want to do for them 
they are powerless, for they have. no means

women. Public help is a thing unknown here. 
Looks Bad for Balmaceda. 

The consular and diplomatic corps in a body 
have protested against the continuance of the 
present civil war as being against all prin- 


ciples of humanity and a fratricidal war, 


whereby the interests and rights of their 
respective citizens were violated and com- 
pletely disregarded. All interest now centers 
in Valparaiso, where, no doubt, another 
bloody battle will occur. Ithas been found 
that the Government has been of late buying 
a large quantity of and ammunition and 
having them sent to Panama. From this city 
they would be brought down by the 
coast steamers as freight consigned, as in the 
regular way, to some firm: in Valparaiso. In 
this way they intended to smuggle them in, 
but the insurgents were toocute forthem. The 
steamer Pizarro left Panama and as it arrived 
just off the Bay of Valparaiso it was captured 
by one of the rebel cauisers. 

With the second battle at Pozo de Almonte 
the rebels remain in absolute control of the 
northern provinces and have nothing to hin- 
der them from preparing their southern expe- 
dition.

4 Hurricane at Marion, Ind., Wrecks Build- 
ings and Injures a Number of People. 

Maxton, Ind., April 17.—[Special.]—Just a 
week ago thé western part of this city was vis- 
ited by a Gestructive wind-storm.

He 
headed his delegation and marched out of 
the hall, while Senator Clay of Missouri in a 
red-hot speech denounced Mr, Smalley's 
words as an imputation against the Demo- 
crats and members of the Farmers’ Alliance 
that had formed a part of the Committee on 
Resolutions. : | 

Every man in the hall was on his feet and 
vainly did Gov, Francis of Missouri, the Chair- 
man of the congress, cry and beat his gavel 
for order. Pandémonium was let loose and 
Democrats and Republicans were trying to 
make speeches at the same time. 

Mr. Smalley’s Speech of Withdrawal. 

In his withdrawal from the convention Mr. 

Smalley said: We submitted a minority re- 


port to the Committee on Resolutions cover- 


ing the tariff question because the principle of 
protection has been a part of our creed since 
the foundation of the Republican party. We 
did not expect to have it brought toa vote and 
defeated in this way by the Democrats and 
Farmers’ Alliance in this Democratic conven- 
tion. We did not look to have our feelings 
trampled upon in this ruthless manner. We 
will leave this meeting, to which we were in- 
vited to discuss purely commercial topics. 
We are Republicans and have no place in a 
Democratic meeting of this sort.“ 

There was applause from the Republican 
side of the House as Mr. Smaliey sat down, 
while ungentlemanly calls and hisses came 
from the Democratic side.

CRASH BETWEEN PASSENGER TRAINS, 


A Serious Wreck on the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi Near Vincennes. 

Vincennes, Ind., April 17:—[Special.]—An 
exciting wreck on the Ohio and Mississippi 
railroad took place this afternoon when Nos. 
1 and 2 lightning expresses collided. The 
west-bound passenger No. 1 had stopped and 
was about to sidetrack at the quarry switch 
four miles east of Loogootee, Ind. No. 2 east- 
bound passenger had orders to pass here, and 
No. 8 accommodation, also going east, was on 
one end of this side-track. The west-bound 
train had no more than stopped to go 
into the siding when No. 2 came 
around the curve in full motion. The 
alarm was given and passengers scattered in 
every direction.

My com- 
mission was 10 per cent, and, deducting the 
exchange, I made just $10. Mark the differ- 
ence in things. Last winter during the finan- 
cial stricture Chicago banks were called upon 
by Boston concerns to help tide the latter 
over. Thereis plenty of money here now. 
Our large merchants buy their goods at thirty 
and sixty days, and as a matter of accommo- 
dation to Eastern men discount their bills. 


I’m a youth yet myself, but I can recall the 


time when Marshall Field and Levi Leiter 
were sho delivery carts on the sidewalk 
for a firm of merchants.”

There was little gossip about Mayor-elect

was stated, however, on reliable authority 
that D. V. Purington had been offered the 
Commussionership of Public Works, but had 
declined the position. James W. Nye was 
again named for the place.

MILLIONAIRE BLAIR WANTED. 


The Story of Three Big Suits—How Ae Es- 
caped Service. : 

Three suits fordamages aggregating $360,000 

were filed in the Superior Court yesterday 

against John I. Blair, the well-known million- 


- aire of Blairstown, N. J. Two of the suits are 


brought by Theodore G. Case of the law firm 
of Case, Hudd & Hogan. Mr. Case seeks to 
recover $10,000 for services rendered Mr. Blair 
in the defense of certain suits brought against 
him in St. Louis when he was President of the 
St. Louis, Hannibal and Keokuk railroad by 
judgment creditors of the road. Mr. Case 


+ alleges that when his New York attorneys 


sought to bring the claim to Mr. Blair’s notice 
the latter replied with a scandalous and de- 
famatory letter constituting a libel, for which 
$100,000 is claimed as damages. A 
third suit, for $250,000, is brought by George 
Hiles, a wealthy resident of Wisconsin. The 
basis of Mr. Hiles’ suit is the alleged damage 
sustained by him by reason of unfounded liti- 
gation brought against him by the defendent. 
Mr. Hiles was one of the owners and directors 
in the Milwaukee, Dexterville and Northern 
railroad, and owned valuable land in White- 
— Independence, and Arcadia, Wis. The 
result of tne litigation brought by Mr. Blair, it 
is alleged, damaged the value of this land to 
the extent of $250,000. 

Mr. Blair eame to the city with the Depew- 
Vanderbilt Thursday, and took a room 
at the Auditorium without istering. Mr. 
Case learned of his presence in the city, and had 
Deputy Sheriffs sent outto serve the papers on 
the defendant. He was. not to be found and 
there is a strong suspicion in the mind of 
Deputy Sheridan that the millionaire was on 
Mr. Depew’s special car when it pulled out of 


the Northwestern depot Thursday night. The 


Deputy boarded the car just as it was leaving 
the station and was met by the genial Chaun- 
cey, who held him up in a corner and told 
him stories for a mile or two, when the in- 
creasing speed of the train compelled Sheri- 
dan to jump off without making a search ior 
his man. 

Mr. Case said yesterday: I have been 
looking for Blair for a couple of years, but 
have never su in getting service on 
him.

Besides this work 
he published in 1884 A D of the Laws and 
Resolutions of Co elative to Pensions, 
Bounties, Pay of Soldiers, Ete.“ He was great! 
interested in the cause of popular education an 
made it his especial study. In 1879 he wrote a 
book on National Education in Italy, France, 
Germany, England, and Wales.” From 1872 to 
1876, in addition to his duties as a college 

rofessor at Syracuse, he was art oed- 

tor of the Ladies’ Repository, which ition 
he retained when the paper became the National 
itory, under the management of Dr. Went- 
worth. any of the articles on historical, theo- 
ical. and archeological subjects in the leading 
encyclopedias, as well as numerous reports, lect- 
ures, sermons, newspaper articles, and reviews, 
are products of his pen. His death leaves un- 
finished a number of works which were the result 
of two years spent in the museums and libraries 
of Europe. 

As a professor Dr. Bennett is acknow to 
have ranked first in the Methodist Church. He

‘MAYOR HEMPSTEAD WASHBUENE. 

According to the face of the returns can- 
vassed by the Election Board Hempstead 
Washburne, the Republican nominee for 
Mayor of Chicago, has 369 more votes than 
De Witt C. Cregier, the regular Democratic 
nominee, who is next on the list of candidates. 
Mr. Washburne will be the next Mayor of 
Chicago, therefore, and Mr. Cregier will re- 
tire in a few days to private life. 

This is a most gratifying result. Mr. Wash- 
burne is a young man of ability, whose ambi- 
tion it will be to give Chicago an honest, eco- 
nomical, good government. He has been 
elected on a platform pledging him to many 
needed reforms, foremost amongst them be- 
ing that he will take the police out of poli- 
tics, keep the streets and alleys clean, ex- 
pend the public money for the public 
good, suppress public gambling, increase and 
improve the watér supply, and promote public 
improvements. Though a young man he has 
had. considerable experience in public life, 
and his record is a guarantee that he will live 
up to his personal pledges and the promises 


convention. 

His election isa triumph for good govern- 
ment over one of the most corrupt combina- 
tions that ever threatened the peace, the 
security, and the credit of Chicago. Mr. 
Cregier was elected two years ago by. a 
majority of 9,000 over all competitors. He 
made fair promises. They have been broken. 
He surrendered to the gang politicians of his 
party, many of whom have been so intimately 
connected with him that the combination be- 
came known as the Family Trust.” Under 
his Administration taxes have been increased.

THE DEMOCRATS AND THEIR DILEMMAS. 

When Congress meets this winter it will be- 
come necessary for the Democrats to do 
something to indicate the line of policy 
on which they intend to conduct the next 
Presidential campaign. But there will be a 
difference of opinion at the outset, in which 
party leaders in the House will be arrayed 
against those in the other wing of the Capitol. 

Gorman of Maryland, about the clearest- 
headed and most judgmatical member of 
his party in the Senate, is opposed to the pas- 
sage of asweeping free-trade bill by the House. 
On the other hand, Mills of Texas, who is not 
notable for coolness or sound judgment, will 
insist—ana most of the Southern and Western 
Democratic Representatives will back him up 
in it—on putting through the House and send- 
ing to the Senate a bill sweeping away every 
vestige of the protection enjoyed by the Amer- 
ican manufacturer. 

Senator Gorman is opposed to any such 
performance because he knows the Repub- 
lican Senate would of course defeat the bill, 
and the voters at the next Presidential elec. 
tion would have to take sides, not for or 
against the McKinley bill or the Mills bill, 
but for or against absolute free trade or pro- 
tection. Senator Gorman does not want the 
issue between the two great parties narrowed 
down to that. He remembers how Cleveland’s 
free-trade tendencies cost him his, reélection, 
and he does not intend, if he can help it, to

But even if Gorman settles the tariff ques- 
tion to suit him, how about stumptail silver? 
On that question the Democrats are terribly 
divided, Those east of the Alleghanies are 
opposed to the expulsion of gold and a depre- 
ciated silver currency. The Farmers’ Alli- 
ance branch of the party wants stumptail sil- 
ver first, and then irredeemable ukase 
shinplasters to drive out the silver. Will Mr. 
Gorman be able to compromise the radical 
differences between these two wingsof the 
party? Will he be able to persuade the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance members to keep quiet during 
the next session and refrain from attempté at 
legislation? Let him try his persuasive pow- 
ers. If he can keep this “ burning queftion” 
from blazing up he will have done wonders, 

But he cannot. It is past the power of 
man. The Democracy is hopelessly divided 
on stumptail silver. It willbe so next year 
even if harmony is secured on the tariff. And 
hence those Democrats who can see clearly 
and judge calmly are not so wildly confident 
of success next year. They see breakers and 
reefs ahead on which they may be wrecked. 


THE ITALIAN SITUATION. 

The more Rudini talks about the Italian in- 
cident the sillier he talks. After declaring that 
he would not express his views until he had 
reéeived the official text of Mr. Blaine’s reply, 
he immediately proceeded to unbosom him- 
self in an interview in which he declares that 
Italy cannot admit that the diplomatic inci- 
dent is closed until the United States acknow!l- 
edges the duty of delivering the guilt; parties 
over to justice and has acknowledged the fur- 
ther duty of indemnifying the families of the 
victims who were Italian subjects. As to the 
first point, Mr. Blaine has explicitly affirmed 
that the United States has nothing to do with 
bringing the guilty parties to justice except in 
urging expedition upon the authorities of 
Louisiana, which it already has done. As to 
the second point, the Government recognizes 
the principle of indemnity, but it will not rec- 
ognize any responsibility to pay indemnity 
until it is demonstrated by Italy (1) that the 
authorities of Louisiana were parties to the 
lynching; (2) that they were culpably derelict 
in preventing it; (3) that the victims 
were not residing here in violation of 
our immigration laws, that they were abid- 
ing in the peace of the United States 
and obeying the laws of Louisiana. Hereto- 
fore Mr. Blaine has played with Sig. Rudini 
as a cat played with a mouse, and now he has 
swallowed him. The English papers take the 
same view of the case as the American. As 
the London Star bluntly puts it: “Mr. 
Blaine has given Italy a black eye. The 
“Yankee politician gets the better of the 
Italian Marquis.” It has not been a spe 
cially difficult task, but it has been an oppor- 
tune one for Mr. Blaine, who has been suffer- 
ing with the gmp. The incident has given a 
smart fillip to the universal complaint, and 
Mr. Blaine has risen from it refreshed and 
reinvigorated. The future trend of the affair 
is a matter of little consequence. If Italy 


| wants war it can be accommodated. It will 


be no embarrassment to this country. On 
the other hand, it will be of great advantage, 
as it will enable this Government to collect, 
reship, and dump down several hundreds if 
not thousands of bandits, thieves, and cut- 
throats on Italian soil, where they belong. 


ROCKS AHEAD OF THE SHIP-CANALERS. 

In their greed for a ship canal some of the 
valley people quite lose sight of the Constitu- 
tion. They refuse to see that the law they say 
shall not be altered may run right against the 
Constitution. One of its sections requires the 
Chicago Sanitary District to make a channel 
in the rocks which shall accommodate from 
the Sag downward the diluted sewage of the 
yet unorganized Calumet District. A channel 
to meet the needs of two districts must be 
larger than a channel designed to meet the re- 
quirements of only one. Hence this district 
is ordered to do an extra amount of rock ex- 
cavating on the assumption that another dis- 
trict not yet in existence, and which may not be 
for thirty or forty years, wili use and pay its 
share of the cost of constructing the larger 
channel, But it is not known that the Calu- 
met District will ‘wish to avail itself of those 
“‘ accommodations,”’ It cannot be fotced to do 
so. Asitcansend its sewage more cheaply 
down the enlarged canal it will not use the 
Chicago deep cut. When the taxpayers raise 
this question and the Supreme Court comes to 
pass on it, it will hold that this district cannot 
be forced to spend millions unnecessarily be- 
cause of the improbable possibility that an- 
other district may at some remote period use 
the Chicago channel. 

These valley people say exultantly: The 
Supreme Court has declared the law constitu- 
tional.” What it decided was that the Legia- 
ture had power to create sanitary districts and 
to authorize their officers to levy taxes, sell 
bonds, and in certain cases to make special as- 
sessments. It decided also—and this must 
never be lost sight of by these bold navigators 


of the valley—that the navigation features of 
the law could be defended and upheld only be- 


cause they were incidents of drainage. But 
there are special points in the law, like the 
one about the double channel, the validity of 
which has never been tested. When brought 
before the Supreme Court by the taxpayers its 
verdict will be against them. 

The court will hold when the question comes 
before it directly that Chicago can be required 
to send down the valley only that quantity of 
water which is needed for the proper dilution 
of its own sewage and not a galion of another 
district. It will hold thatthe proper degree 
of dilution is a matter to be settled by the 
courts after hearing the evidence of experts 
and learning what is done in great European 
cities where this matter has been studied the 
longest. And the Supreme Court will hold 
that a quart or a pint more than the proper 
dilution will be for the direct benefit of navi- 
gation and therefore unconstitutional. 

The amendments of the Drainage Trustees 
provide for a channel with a discharge of 300,- 
000 cubié feet. That will dilute sew- 


age for many years. It will at the same time 


add four to five feet in low water in the IIli- 
nois to what there is now, and that will furnish 
all the navigation that is of any use. There 
are.726 steamboats on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries, Of these thirty-nine draw over 
seven feet’ and ply only on the lower river.

A RESOLUTION CRANK FROM NEBRASKA. 

One of the distinctive features of every 
American political convention is the resolu- 
tion crank. One of the peculiarities of this 
nuisance is that he claims to be the represent- 


_ative of some large aggregation of men, gen- 


erally of all the ihhabitants of a State, and 
pretends that the crude and unlicked thoughts 
which are on the piece of paper handed in by 
him are the mature thoughts of tens or hun- 
dreds of thousands of people. 

As Tus Trreune expected would be the 
case, several of these cranks have turned up at 
the Kansas City Commercial Congress. One 
of them, pretending to speak in behalf of the 
State of Nebraska, but in reality representing 
himself alone, offered the following stuff: 


That a part of the revenue necessary for the 
support of the National Government should be 
raised from a graded income tax; that all legal 
money of the United States should be made a full 
legal tender for all debts; that no advantage was 
to be gained by the people from the system of 
reciprocity.as at present proposed, but regard as 
essential to our welfare freer commercial inter- 
course with those nations which buy the products 
of our farms. 


The people of Nebraska are not asking for 
an income tax, graded or ungraded. Those 
of them whose memories run back to the time 
of the war know that it was about the most 
unpopular of all the National taxes because of 
its inquisitorial nature and the prying into and 
exposure of everybody’s private business which 
its collection necessitated. It was one of the 
first of the war taxes to be repealed. Those 
men who are clamoring fox its restoration are 
generally free-traders, who wish to deprive 
the Government of the bulk of its income 
from imports, but who have sense enough to 
see that if that is done some other means must 
be devised for supplying necessary revenue. 
It is apparent from other portions of this so- 
called Nebraska resolution that its author is 
for an income tax because he is a free-trader 
and wants to shut up American manufactories 
or force the workmen to accept the European 
competing scale of wages. 

It appears from the last sentence of this 
crank’s resolution that its author looks with 
contempt on the opportunities given the Ne- 
braska farmers by the free opening of Latin- 
American markets of forty millions of people. 


They do not share his indifference, and be- 


lieve, as they have often said, in Mr. N 
wise reciprocal policy. 

This resolution crank says he wants “ freer 
commercial intercourse with those nations 
which buy the products of our farms.” By 
“nations’’ he means one nation, Great Brit- 
ain, which is about. the only one which takes 
freely of American breadstuffs and meats. 
The others levy high restrictive duties. En- 
gland takes them, however, not out of charity 
or kind feeling, but because she needs our 
food stuffs. She pays no more tor them than 
for the similar products of competing coun- 
tries. If American ports were thrown open 
to English manufactures, made by workmen . 
receiving only half the American wage scale, 
Engiand would take no more American 
breadstuffs and meats than now unless the 
prices were lowered or unless the capture of 
the American markets by English manufac- 
turers necessitated the employment of more 
English workmen. But in that case, while 
there might be an increased demand for 
American products in England, there would 
be a lessened demand for them here, because 
the number of American workers in factories 


would be reduced and the reduction of wages of 4 
those who continued working—a reduction ; 


nearly a half the purchasing power of the mill ‘ 
hands. So what the Nebraska farmer might gain 
. across the ocean he would more than lose on

NORTHEAST WINDS AND THE GRIP. | 
Dr. Henry B. Baker is reported to have re- 
cently informed his colleagues of the Michi- 
gan Board of Health that he has discovered 
the cause of the grip. He stated that the 


germs of influenza are present at all times, 


but there must be certain coincident meteor- 
ological conditions to irritate the throat and 
air passages sufficient to let the germ gain an 
These meteorological 
conditions in the present instance are the ex- 
cessive prevalence of north and northeast 
winds and the excessive amount of ozone that 
has been in the air during the last three 
months. 

This is a plausible theory, but it requires 
proof before meeting with general acceptance. 
It would be difficult to show that in all past 
known recorded time the winds alluded to 
have caused the grip or influenza such as we 
had last year.and in milder form recently. If 
that were established for any specified locality 
it would still remain to be proved that the in- 
fluence is the same at all or most places. Peo- 
ple know more on this subject than they did 
up to a few centuries ago. In the old books 
we find the different winds described as pos- 
sessing certain well-defined virtues (or vices), 
supposed to be the same everywhere. But it 
has long since been ascertained that from what- 
ever quarter the wind comes it partakes of 
the nature of the surface over which it 
blows. The northeast wind at Chicago has 
passed over Lake Michigan, and a more 


northern section of it than the one opposite 


our city. Hence it generally brings to us an 
air at once damp and chilly, varied, of course, 
by the time of year, and the doctors know that 
such a condition is favorable to general debil- 
ity of the system, with specific development 
of affections of the air passages and the exhi- 
bition of rheumatic pains and nervous head- 
aches to those predisposed that way. The 
people of Bastern Michigan are similarly af- 
fected by the northeast wind, as it comes to 


| them from across Lake Huron, the Georgian 


Bay, or both. Like conditions affect the resi- 
dents- of many other places in the United 
States, but obviously the rule will not hold 
good for the whole country, and it is evident 
that in some parts of the world the wind from 
the northeast quarter must be a welcome one, 
bringing relief from oppressive conditions due 
to the blewing of the wind from some other 
direction. 


The supposed extra irritation by an unusual ti 


quantity of ozone in the air may also be 
’ doubted. It has not yet been proved that in the 
time named we have had more thunder storms 


. Fence 
the only part of the statement that is entitied 
to respect is that ascribing the disease to a 
germ, which may be presumed to be bacterial, 
and that the agent of mischief works more 
easily and effectively in the presence of irrita- 
tion from other causes. But this is not new. 
If the doctor had announced his discovery and 
isolation of the particular germ or bacillus 
which causes influenza or grip he would havea 
much better claim on the attentidn of the pub- 
lic. He has so little claim to it now that it is 
fair to assume he has been misrepresented, that 
instead of saying he had discovered the cause 
he simply called to the notice of his colleagues 
certain conditions and suggested it as possible 
that their comparison would lead up to some 
such, deduction as is described. It may be 
regarded as highly probable that those com- 
munities in this climate to which the north- 
east wind comes laden with moisture, because 
it has passed over a broad water surface, are 
thereby rendered peculiarly susceptible to in- 
flammation of the air passages. 


THE MANUFACTURER’S DILEMMA IN EN- 
LAND 


G e 
The Labor Commission about to sit in En- 
gland for the purpose of investigating the 
claim that the workers of that country are not 
getting their fair share-of the profits has be- 
fore it a thankless task. At best ita members 


cannot hope to do more than discover that 


the employers are already paying every penny 


they can afford to pay without losing the 


ability to compete with the manufacturers in 
other countries in the world’s markete. Per- 
haps they will also stumble upon the fact that 
the people of the United States have done 
everything for their benefit that could be 
done. We have prévented ourselves from 
being competitors with them in other markets 
than our own. We have hitherto been satis- 
fied with a home market for our manufactures, 
and simply imposed duties sufficiently high 
to prevent undue competition by them, though 
we have had an immense advantage in the 
shape of abundant raw material and an almost 
unlimited supply of food raised at home. We 
have taken largely of their products and sent 
them in return cheap food, with a good sup- 
ply of raw material, especially cotton, to be 
enhanced by them in value through manu- 
facturing processes. But when our new policy 
of reciprocal trade with other nations goes into 
effect these conditions will be partly changed, 


the struggle for existence in England will be 


even sharper than now because of a partial 
loss of markets in which that country can sell, 
and it will be no wonder ifthe only relief to 
be found from the greater pressure is in a mi- 
gration of manufacturers and employés to 
this country. Many of them will have to 
bring both their capital and labor here in 
order to find employment which cannot be 
found at home, Probably the problem can 
be solved in no other way. Certainly it now 
looks as if this were theonly method by which 
the wageworkers of England can obtain the 
larger compensation for their toil which they 
are now demanding. England and Scotland 
have an area no larger than Illinois and 
Indiana and a population of 35,000,000 of in- 
habitants who must de fed, clothed, and 
housed ; more than half their subsistence must 
be imported, and to pay therefor manufact- 
urés must be exported in prodigious 
amount and value. To sell these goods all 
other competitors must be undersold. This 
hard necessity limits the wages very closely 
which can be paid, If the wages per hour are 
raised even a little the other European man- 
ufacturers undersell the English merchants in 
foreign markets. This throws wotkmen out of 
employment and cuts down the pay of those 
retained, Thus it is a constant struggle to 
maintain the existence of some 15,000,000 or 
18,000,000 of souls on the little island for 
whom food and raw materials of manufacture 
must be bought abroad. Can the commission 
devise a way to shorten hours and increase 
the pay per hour’s toil and yet successfully 
compete with all the rest of the world in sell- 
ing their manufactures? — 


THE HAYTIAN COMPLICATION. 

If all reports from Hayti be correct, there 
does not seem to be any way out of the pres- 
ent unfortunate complications in which Min- 
| ister Frederick Douglass has involved Amer- 
ican interests in that country except by his 
prompt resignation. Admiral Gherardi, who 
has been for some time on the West Indies 
station, has filed specific complaints with the 
State Department of the management of our 
affairs by Mr. Douglass. A special cause of 


complaint. against him is the bungle he has 


made in the negotiations to secure the cession . 
by the Haytian Government of the St. 
Nicholas Mole at Port-au-Prince, which the 
United States needs for a coaling station. It 
is further intimated that there is no question 
in aepartment circles at Washington that Mr. 


‘ | Douglass’ administration of our interests has 


been a failure and that he is incompetent to 
hold the position. 

The cession of the St. Nicholas Mole is of. 
the utmost importance to this Government, as 
it is needed for a coaling station in connection 
with American interests in the Nicaragua 
Canal and in the newly developing trade with 
Brazil, as well as with further extensions of 
our trade with South American States that 
are likely to be made in the near future. If 
Mr. Douglass by his incompetency or neglect 
has prejudiced the cession it 1s sufficient 
cause for his prompt recall and the appoint- 
ment of a successor whe has the ability to 


look after our interests and undo the mischief . 


he has caused. It is no secret that his ap- 
pointment was made for political reasons, but 
they cannot be allowed to stand in tho way of 
commercial interests. While, all other things 
being equal, a colored man would be prefera- 
ble at the Haytian court, commercial reasons 
must be paramount in this case, and if a col. 
ored man cannot be found who is competent 
then a white man should be sent, It would 
be folly to sacrifice the St. Nicholas Mole 
problem and its relations to the Nicaragua 
Canal seheme and our South American trade 
to politics.

GOOD CROP PROSPECTS CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE HOPEFUL FEELING.

Less Activity than Usual Noticed in Iron

New York, April 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

With better weather there is a visible im- 
provement in trade and collections, and while 
it is but slight as yet the outlook for the future 
is generally regarded as encouraging. Crop 
prospects continue excellent, there is less 
monetary pressure at points where some 
stringency has existed. and in the chief in- 
dustries some improvement in the demand 
appears. Meanwhile the volume of trade con- 
tinues nearly as large in aggregate value as it 
was a year ago, some decrease in quantities 
of important products being balanced by an 
advance in the level of prices, which was 
nearly 15 per cent higher than a year ago 
April 1, and is still more than 13 per cent 
higher.

Nearly All Securities Show an Advance in 
Value—Factors in Speculation. 
New Tom April 17.—([Special.|—Brad- 
street’s in its weekly Wall street review says:

MAKING WAR ON CANADIAN RAILROADS. 


They Must Be Subject to the Inter-State 
Law—Views of Senator Cullom. 
Wasurncrox, D. C., April 16.—[New York 
Sun.]—Senator Cullom, Chairman of the 
Inter-State Commerce Committee and author 
of the Inter-State Commerce law, confirms 
the Sun’s news that Secretary Blaine is driv- 
ing at the question of subjecting Canadian 
railroads tothe transportation, laws of the 
United States. Senator Cullom and Secretary 
Blaine have already conferred informally on 
this question and had arranged to spend an 
evening together in discussion of it when 
Senator Cullom was taken with the grip. The 
Illinois Senator was perhaps the first of our 
public men to perceive the immense import- 
tance of this subject, and it was at his in- 
stance that the Senate authorized u special 
committee to make a careful investigation of 
it a year ago. As a pioneer in this field Mr. 
Cullom’s words are entitled to consideration. 
“Tf Mr. Blaine has taken up this subject in 
earnest, as | have reason to believe that he 
bas,” said the Senator tonight, I shall have 
hope of something being accomplished. It 
will be a pleasure to me to aid him in any 
way in my power. For years I have appreci- 
ated the magnitude of this problem, and have 
done my best to solve it. No other interna- 
tional question now occupyuig public atten- 
tion is as important.as this. The Italian dis- 
pute, the Bering Sea, and the fisheries negotia- 
tions are small questions in comparison to 
it. Trade reciprocity with Canada is 
nothing if Canadian railways are.permitted 
to go on cutting the throats of our 
transportation lines, discriminating —- 
our cities, and diverting traffic from its ti- 
mate ehannels, We must make war on Can- 
ada all along the line. We must adopt her 
own policy of selfishness in 2 ot᷑ our 
relationship, till we have fai r Govern- 
ment into a more liberal policy. If her Gov- 
ernment declines to treat on a basis of amity 
and mutual interest. we must carry the war 
into Africa till the people of the Dominion 
elect a Government that will reverse Sir John 
Macdonald’s policy. For the pfotection 
of our commercial and transportation 
interests we must upon . subjec- 
tion of Canadian railways to the vis- 
ions of our Inter-State Commerce law. I 
have already sugested to Mr. Blaine that this 
might be done by treaty, by whose terms every 
requirement of our law would be exacted of 
the Canadian roads. A joint international 
railway commission might be formed to see 
that law is faithfully 1 — 
Canadian — doing bus 
United States might be required to take out a 
license, in which they agree to comply 
with the provisions of our Inter-State law. In 
one way or another this issue must be met and 


this result secured. Until that is done there 


can be no continued prosperity for our rail- 
roads in competition with the Canadian 
— lines, and the commercial relations 

tween the two peoples can never be satis- 
factory and settled.

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CAPABILITY OF WOMEN AS CLERKS. 


They Have Made an Excellent Record in 
the Chicago Post-Ofiice. 

“My experience with young women as clerks,” 
said Superintendent Townsend of the Money- 
Order Department of the Post-Office, * convinces 
me that in the positions they fill they are equal to 
men. They are swift workers, competent, relia- 
ble, and do not readily lose their tempers. There 

ds one point—although it cannot be used as an 
objection to employing women—it’s rather diffi- 
cult to reprimand or discipline one of them, It’s 
much more comfortable calling down a man for 
an error or criticising him for an infraction of 
the rules than it is to do the same to a woman. 
Me have no women employed as accountants,” 
said Mr. Townsend in discussing the matter fur- 
ther; they are placed at other affairs, and are 
found to be strictly accurate.”’ 

At a desk a short distance away a young woman 
sat, going over a pile of money orders with much 
more rapidity than the ordinary bank teller goes 
through his stack of checks. Occasionally she 
would lay one aside for correction. Her mission 
is to rectify errors in the orders. She has powers 
of attorney from over 300 of the principal firms of 
the country to rectify any mistakes she diacovers, 
and in cases where agents of Eastern houses have 
been cha and an order is made payable to an 
old agent she makes the n substitution of 
names when she has the power of attorney.. 

‘She goes ugh thousands of those daily,” 
said Mr. Townsend, and never makes a mistake. 
She takes in the whole order in a flash, and if 
there are any missing words notes the omission at 
once. Here is another young woman has 
charge of the arrangement of money-order 
advices. The money-order business at the Chi- 
cag Post Office amounts to $110,000 daily. It di- 
vides itself into three classes: orders paid 
through banks, orders to business houses, and 
transient money orders. Of the 

daily letters that goto make up the list scarcely 
one is pl wrong. The large business houses 
have a separate case for orders, the banks an- 
other, and the individual orders are arranged al- 
phabetically and sent to the order 
er the orders are cashed the clerk attends to the 
filing of the letters according to the date of their 
receipt. Any order paid in the last two years can 
be referred to at a minute’s notice in the event of 
any question arising.

Usefalness of Partially-Believed Creeds, 


But it is asked, how could you use creeds which 
you only partially believe? hy, 1 would use 
them in precisely the same way that 1 wear an old 
coator a pa of trousers until I could 
get a better one; on the same principle that Jesus 
used the synagogue until he could cast out the 
tables of the money-changers, and convert it into 
a Temple of Truth. In modern times, however, 
the money-changers are stronger n Jesus.

WHAT THE FOREIGN DOCTORS SAY, 


Treatments of -Tuberculosis—Hypodermic 
Injections of Iodoform, Gaiacol, and Fatty 
Substances. sid | 
European Edition New York Herald, March 

22: The question of tuberculosis and of its 

treatment, which I have so often written 

about and to which my last article was de- 
voted, continues to absorb the attention of 

the medical world; and today I wish to say a 

few more words about recent methods of 

treatment, which, although they have not yet 
been thoroughly worked out, seem to deserve 

3 most careful attention. 

critical moment seems to have been 
reached in the treatment of the terrible de- 
stroyer of mankind called tuberculosis, and 
for this reason we must allow no new discov- 
ery to pass unnoticed that seems likely in any 
way to contribute to the common cause, what- 
ever, on the other, hand, may be the re- 

served for it. j 
If to the anti-bacillary properties of iodo- 

form be added the power which it possesses of 


hindeving the formation of the large cells that 


go to e up tuberculous granulation, it will 
be easy to understand that the idea should 
have arisen of using this substance in the early 
8 of pulmonary consumption. 

hen administered in the form of pills it 
had, unfortunately, the serious drawback of 
causing gastric disorder and a f of 
nausea that was very wearying for the patient. 
With a view to removing this obstacle, which 
was particularly to be regretted in treat- 
ment of this complaint, as it interfered quite 
seriously with the alimegtary restorktion of 
tissue, a French military 
has tried the method of ic injec- 
tions, and in an article which a re- 
cently in the Gazette Medicale de Paris, Feb. 
28, 1891, he publishes his method of treatment. 
He begins by giving twice a day one-quarter 
of a Pravaz syringe of g solution of one deci- 
gramme of iodoform in ten grammes of oil of 
sweet almonds,

more, ins iration 18 More ample and deep- 
er, the v murmur is softer, the moist 
subcrepitant riles subside, the night sweats 
cease, the nt no longer gets out of breath 
while walking, the appetite appears once more 
and the — — A — general 
improvement takes place progressively, a sure 
proofthat the advance of the broncho-pul- 
monary catarrh toward confirmed consump- 
tion has been stopped. | 

Though iodoform is a powerful antiseptic 
agent it appears to have a direct influence on 
the bacillus of tuberculosis (as has been 


proved by the experiments of Dr. Gosselin of. 


Caen) only by rendering the und unfit for 
the development of bacilli by bringing on the 
elimination of the results of cell destruction 
and by favoring the restoration of the alveolar 
walls attacked by the ulceration. : 

This is why iodoform is a most excellent 
drug in the early stage of the disease, which 
it may cure; and for this reason M. Gavoy de- 
serves to find many imitators. 

It is to Bouchard and Gambert that we owe 
the methodical application of creosote in the 
treatment of nonary tuberculosis. When 
this drug is given by the mouth it usuall 
stimulates the appetite and lessens the coug 
and expectoration of the patients, while at the 
same time it attacks the bacilli by its anti- 


septic action. The active principal of creosote | 


is gaiacol. — 

M. Picot of Bordeaux has used this sub- 
stance, after combining it with iodoform, in- 
troducing it into the organism by hypoderm- 
ie injections. After many researches and 
various ot), paige 9 he succeeded in obtain- 
ing a liauid m which iodoform is completely 
dissolved. . This liquid is a solution of gaiacol 
and iodoform in olive oil thoroughly 
sterilized and ‘vaseline, Each cubic centimme- 
ter contains one centigramme of iodoform 
and five centigrammes of gaiacol. 

The Bordeaux professor does not go so far 
as to claim to cure every case uf tuberculosis. 
It is beyond our power to replace a lung . that 
has been entirely destro and there are 
many. patients w N 
way in which people in general understand 
the term, Whatever may be the value of the 
treatment used. 

The chief quality of the new form of treat- 
ment is its harmlessness. Injections made on 
the top of the shoulder, a part of the body 
which is not exposed to pressure while lying 
down, give rise to no local irritation. A little 
numbness may be fell in one case out of 
twenty, but it always disappears in a few 
hours. , 

When the drug is injected in this way be- 
neath the skin it enters the blood, the 
proof of its absorption is furnished by the 
presence, not of iodoform, but of a certain 
quantity of iodide of potassium, both in the 
urine and in the substance of the lung tissue. 
It is scarcely necessary to add that in- 
jections have no deleterious effect on the func- 
tions of the body, and that they are accom- 
panied neither by fever nor by a new outbreak 
of tuberculosis, 8 

What is the therapeutical action of these in- 
jections? The results of the new method have 
been watched at the Bordeaux clinic by a 
large number of physicians attending the pub- 
lic demonstrations of M. Picot. Twenty-five 
patients affected by pulmonary tuberculosis 
were treated by injections of gaiacol and iodo- 
form, Three succumbed in the natural course 
of the disease, having reached its last period. 
Their post-mortems showed the following im- 

rtant facte: The pulmonary excavations no 
onger contained any caseous matter; a proc- 
ess of drying up the liquid and purulent mat- 
ter which usually fills them had taken place. 
Eight cases of tuberculous pleurisy were also 
subjected to the action ‘of the same inocula- 
tions. 

In the case of thirty patients great improve- 
ment, not to say recovery, was noticed. It is 
needless to say how careful itis necessary to 
be in speaking of definite cure in consump- 
tion. N 
In a word, the experiments of M. Picot 
show that injections of gaiacol and iodoform 
at a daily dose of one, two, or three cubic cen- 
timeters improve the general condition of 
health and lessen the cough and expectors- 
tion. They can dry up the excavahons and 
facilitate the healing process, At the second 
period of pulmonary tubereu osis they reduce 
the temperature lessen the night sweats. 
— gre the moist rales to disappear, the 
bacilli lessen gradually in number in the 
sputa, and the weight of the body increases.
